; I have the honor to report that on the 12th 
inst,, I visited the Big Eddy Day School on the Pas Res 
Reserve, 

The teacher is Miss Mary Jane Cook, an ex- 
pupil of Mackay Boarding school. This girl has 
made fair progress with the children in grades 
one and two, but the pupil in grade three seems to 
be just too far advanced, I think the teacher will 
have difficulty in teaching in standard three, 


There are twenty six children on the register, 
with sixteen present at time of my visit, though the 
average for the quarter will not be more than ten, 
as the trappers were away with the children all spring, 


Vive children were in A,B,C,class. Seven are 
in Standard one who can read, spell, add, subtract, 
multiply, write and draw. Three are in standard 
two who do much the same work and who can describe 
in English all local objects pointed out. One pupil 
is in standard three who seemed to know less than the 
ones in standard two, 


The school was fairly tidy, and the children 
were clean,

Miss Ingram appears quite 
alert, employs fairly good methods in her work, but it seems 
unfortunate, when we have so many sualified teachers in our 
own province who are unable to obtain schools and who would 
gladly work for the same salary, that they could not be 
employed in these positions. I think we should insist that 
qualified teachers be placed in charge of our classrooms.

They will realize that there is no possi 
bility of keeping extra supplies for un- 
expected illness or even the feebleness 
of old age. They will see children who are 
obviously undernourished and dogs that 
are on the verge of starvation, Those who 
are familiar with the requirements of 
good camping will find many illustrations 
of this, despite glaring exceptions and u 
certain superficial untidiness which gives 
a straggly appearance everywhere. In 
many families, clothes are washed fre- 
quently, tents are aired, and food is se- 
curely protected from flies and stray ani- 
mals; while camp fires and shelters of all 
types are used, according to individual 
needs. Dirt and disease are found cer- 
tainly; but they are not so universal as 
some folk would have us believe, and a 
visit to an Indian camp in summertime 
is decidedly more pleasant than one paid 
to a slum tenement house at the same 
season of the year, The much-discussed 
“laziness” of the race is only partially 
true, and where it does exist, it is due 
mainly to lack of ambition caused by 
malnutrition or by the evil effects of un 
Wise charity, Added to all this, there is a 
dull hopelessness which is the direct re- 
sult of the treatment accorded to Indians 
by the very men whose dreed for gain has 
robbed the inhabitants of the North of 
their means of subsistence the wild ani 
mals which provided them with food, 
clothing, shelter and wholesome activity. 
Despite all the stories of tribal feuds and 
evil practices, the primitive life of North 
American Indians in the early days was 


mainly a healthy and wholesome one 
which gave men time to enjoy something 
of the “Peace which passeth all under- 
standing.” 

Then came the 
white man. Soon 
the Indian discov 
ered that his furs 
were of use, not 
only for clothing 
himself and his 
family or for mak- 
ing sleeping-robes, 
but also for barter. 
In exchange for 
them, he received 
knives and guns and 7 
bright trinkets that Indians love their 
seemed to represent tata 
wealth. Greed for gain grew in the heart 
of the Indian then, and so he began to 
trap more animals than he needed in 
order to exchange their furs for the new 
treasures that were offered him. The 
white man was trapping too, so gradu illy 
the precious animals became less plenti- 
ful, and sometimes Indian women and 
children were cold and hungry. Before 
long, white men came to settle in these 
parts and the Indian began to live on 
their food, much of which was put up in 
bright tin cans. Perhaps it was not so 
nourishing, but it tasted good and could 
easily be obtained if one had something 
to trade for it. But when the Indian had 
nothing to trade he had to go hungry 
to wander much further to find the ‘ani- 
mals that gave him food ond clothing 
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Gradually the Indians grew poore 
their white brothers became rich. 

That was not all, however, for other 
troubles arose. The Indian girls were 
happy and handsome, but white men 
brought serrow to many a maiden’s heart.

A few of the newcomers settled down 
honourably with Indian wives, and there 
by put themselves “beyond the pale” of 
local groups of white people; but most 
of them moved on, leaving behind them, 
in due course, little Pale-faces to be 
brought up in poverty-stricken Indian 
camps. Sometimes too, the strangers who 
came to trade in the North gave the In 
dians “fire-water”, and that caused more 

y. Then, through the well-meant 
efforts of government officials, treaties 
were made and reserves set aside. These 
brought a measure of protection from 
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exploitation but they also had evil effects 
Treaty money seemed untold wealth to 
the struggling Indians, and other privi- 
leges made them settle down calmly to a 
life of ease. They forgot their old skills 
and failed to learn new ones, Benevolent 
ladies from ir sent them great bales of 
clothing which were often distributed in 
discriminately, and made them feel that 
there was no longer any need to go hunt- 
ing for warm furs. Thus it came about 
that strong men lay about in their tents 
or learned bad habits from the less desir 
able types of whites in settlements near- 
by. Those who still tried to hunt became 
discouraged and came home hungry, be- 
cause wild animals had fled with the com- 
ing of the white men, There was a ten- 
dency for the Indians to crowd together 
round the trading posts, and some of 
them even took to living in stuffy houses 
instead of tents. Tuberculosis appeared 
and still more loathesome diseases were 
spread by the dregs of the white popula 
tion which pushed ever northwards in 
the wild rush for valuable furs, Gradually 
many of the Indians tended to abandon 
their old healthy, independent, carefree 
wav of life for an existence that was 
miserable beyond description, or else en 
lirely irresponsible, with an Indian agent 
at hand to supply their most pressing 
needs 

Long after much of this mischief had 
been done, and when Indians who lived 
near white men had begun to lose their 
noble characteristics, the white woman 
appeared on the scene. In most cases, she 





pulled her dainty skirts aside and refused 
to associate with her bronz ‘oloured sis- 
ters. She taught her children to despise 
the Indians and forbade them to go near 
the camps. She forgot that there are good 
Indians and bad Indians just as there 
are good whites and bad whites—and she 
professed to believe that every Indian 
home was a hotbed of vile disease. She 
even thought that swarthy complexions 
and weather-stained ge rments were neces 
sarily dirty, because they were unlike her 
own fair skin and snowy clothes. It was 
sad, too, to see her attitude towards the 
white men who had settled down with 
Indian wives in the days when there were 
no white women in the North; she prob- 
ably resented the fact that any white man 
should wed an Indian bride! Most cruel 
of all was the white woman's contempt 
for the little “half-breed” children to be 
found in many an Indian camp She for 
got the suffering and sadness that white 
men had brought to the now abandoned 
mothers of these little ones. Perhaps she 
even forgot the tender pity of the Master 
Who onec said: 

“Suffer the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not ” 
In her blindness, the white woman per 
suaded her menfolk to despise the very 
people whose exploitation made them 
iich. Such a sad state of affairs could not 
continue long without kindling the indig 
nation of thoughtful people, 

When the public conscience was at least 
pricking—if not fully aroused —efforts 
were made to right some of the wrongs 
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that had been committed by white men 
and their women-folk, Missionaries were 
placed on the Reserves to teach the People 
about their Saviour and help them in their 
misery. Boarding schools were founded 
to train young Indians for earning their 
own livings along white lines. Day-schools

were started on the Reserves to give many 
more children a chance of learning to 
read and write. Certain government regu 
lations were made to prevent some of the 
exploitation of the Indians by unscrupu- 
lous traders. Some while women even 
allowed Indian girls to become their 
maids, ond occasionally they consented to 
worship with their Indian sisters on a 
very special occasion! Of course, they did 
not really treat them as sisters, but they 
were genuinely glad to make clothes for 
Indian children or to contribute to the 
support of Indian Missions. It just did not 
strike them that the dignified, stoical Peo 
ple had once been fine, self-supporting 
folk who roomed the land in freedom, 
long before the first white man set eyes 
on the “Indians” in this country 
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Mercifully, however, the public con 
science is at last coming to life, Chureh 
and government officials alike are inves 
tigating the whole situation ind giving 
careful and critical consideration t thei 
own handling of Indian affairs. Health 
authorities are, at least mildly, concerned 
about matters of hygiene, if only for the 
sake of the white people with whom the 
Indians come in contact. Some education 
alists are questioning the advisability of 
educating Indian children on ordinary 
white lines; others are coming forward 
with schemes for developing native handi- 
crafts or giving specialized training to 
fit the children for the way in which they 
normally earn their own living. Others 
propose the establishment of centres 
where mothers may learn child care and 
cookery. White mothers are beginning to 
realize that Indian mothers have feelings 
too, and they know now that the poor 
health of undernourished half-breed chil 
dren in our schools is a menace to theit 
own children’s health. People who pack 
bales are no longer saying, “Anything will 
do for the Indians!” They realize that In 
dian women have invariably fewer facili 
ties for washing and mending clothes, so 
they deal with dirty and torn clothing he 
fore they pack it, They also include in 
their bales the kind of things that are 
really useful for women who wander from 
place to place, or little articles that are 
a boon to sick people living in dire pov 
erty, Some women now are a little asham 
ed that their children have so many lux 
uries when Indian mothers “across the 


track” have nothing for their little one: 
Missionaries are practising more than 
ever in their daily life, the Gospel that 
they preach, and are trying to help the 
Indians regain the old independence that 
characterized their attitude before the 
white man reached their hunting grounds,

Much still remains to be done, and the 
work is urgently needed, because the In 
dian population of Canada is actually in 
creasing and will eventually menace the 
life of the community, if it is allowed to 
drift on in its distress. Everyone in Can 
ada should make it his or her business 
to study Indian problems; to give whole 
hearted support to the missionaries who 
are working on behalf of this sadly op- 
pressed race; and, wherever possible, to 
give a kindly word and a helping hand 
to the friendly folk who have often been 
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wronged by their presumably Christian 
brothers and sisters. Not all traders ex 
ploit the Indians, and not all white people 
are hard and inconsiderate; but most of 
those who read these words will adinil 
that there is much room for improvement 
in the present situation. The essential 
feature of our Indian re 

construction policy must 

be the effort to give the 

native race the kind of 

help that will enable it 

to be both happy and in- 

dependent while it is 

leading the type of life 

for which it is best suit 

ed. There are two ways 

in which you can imme 

diately render assistance 

to the patient Indian The people are 

folk. First, contribut sae 

to the missionary apportionment ol 
your local Church, in order that much 
needed work among the Indians may b 
continued, and secondly, treat every In 
dian with whom you have dealings just 
as you think Christ would treat him if 
He were in your place. Most of us still 
need to pray the prayer expressed in Kip 
ling’s words: 


Teach us the strength that cannot

Dear Sir: 


We have, in the northern part of this Province, a school known as 
Big Eddy School, which is located within a reasonable distance of the two 
Indian Schools which operate in The Pas area. The school population of 
Big Eddy School is composed entirely of half-breed children, all of whom 
speak Cree for the most part, and the teacher going into this district 
faces a very definite handicap in this regard, The children from Big Eddy 
School, being half-breed children, do not attempt in any way to mix with 
the white children, and they seek their companionship from the children 
who are attending the Indian Schools in the area. 


Our Official Trustee at Big Eddy has discussed the matter with Mr. 
Levell, the Indian Agent at that point, and with Mr. Waller, who is a tea- 
cher in one of the schools, and all three seem to be agroed that the best 
interests of the children would be served were the children from Big Bddy 
School to be allowed to attend either or both of the Indian Schools of the 
area. They seem to feel that if this were possible, the scheme would work 
out to the ultimate advantage of both sides if the present Indian population 
is not too large. We understand that Mr. Lovell has made a cheok on this 
and finds that conditions indicate that there would be ample accommodation 
for the children of Big Eddy School in the Indian Schools. 


Mr. Bateman, our Official Trustee at Big Eddy, has talked with Mr. 
Waller on this matter and it appears that none of the children would have 
over two miles to travel to attend the Indian School. Mr. Waller further 
feels that the attendance of the children of Big Eddy School at the Indian 
School would have a very definite effect upon the attendance of his own 
students, since the students from Big Bddy and from the Indian School mix 
outside of school hours, and there is apparently a very noticeable tendency 
for the students of the Indian Sehool to remain outside of school to pro- 
mote the mixing. It is felt, therefore, that could they be brought together 
during the school day, the general attendance within the school would be im- 
proved. There is the additional factor that Mr. Waller speaks Cree fluently, 
and this of course gives him a decided advantage in gaining the confidence 
of the younger students in the class, an advantage which the teacher which 
we would send into Big Eddy School would definitely not have. 


The point upon which we would like to make inguiry at this time is 
as to whether or not it is possible to enter into some arrangement with the 
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Dominion Government for the attendance of the children from Big Bddy sono 
at one of the Indian Schools in The Pas area. The advantages to be gained 
therefrom have been set forth above, and as previously stated, those who are 
on the ground and know the children of both schools, seem to feel that the 
arrangement would work to the advantage of all concerned. If such an ar- 
rangement could be made, it would have to be understood by this Department, 
of course, that the plan could only operate so long as there was sufficient 
accommodation over and above what was needed for the children of the Indian 
Schools. 


We understand that a plan of like nature has been in operation in 
other parts of the Dominion and has met with every success. On this basis 
we would respectfully solicit your consideration of this matter, and we 
shall await your advice on same.

I have for acknowledgment yawr letter of 
Septeaber 15, in which you submit, for our consideration, 
e@ number of suggestions with respect to the operation of 
the Big Eddy and Pas Indian Day Schools. 


I povesnsliy can see no objection whatever 
to the attendance of halfbreed children et either or both 
ef these sehools. Unless the schools are unusually large, 
however, it is difficult for me to convince myself that 
the ehiidren now enrolled at the Big Eddy Public School 
can be accommodated at our schools. Our records here 
suggest that we have at this date an enrolment et Big 

Eddy of 50 and an enrolment of 24 at The Pas, The average 
attendance at both these schools, of course, appears to 
be low, but f am maturally anxious not to base ay decision 
on the fact that attendance at our schools will remain 
unsatisfactory in the future, 


We have, throughout the Dominion, a limited 
number of Indian schools at which instruction is provided 
for white pupils. The number of white children at such 
schools, however, is very limited. It is just possible 
that we might undertake, by way of experiment, in The Pas 
area, & progren somewhat along the lines you surest. 
Halfbreed children might be provided with accommodetion 
and instruction at our schools, on the understanding that 
the annual per capite costs, whieh are no doubt very low, 
would be borne by the Big Fddy Public Sehool District. 

On the other hand, it might be deemed expedient to provide 
these pupils with a worthwhile course of vocational in- 
struction and a man employed who would provide this

The salary of such an 
official might be paid by the Big Eddy Board if the 
attendance of halfbreed children at our schools 
warranted such payment. 


T am disposed to think that a survey 
might be undertaken of the district by the official 
Trustee of the Big Eddy School, Mr. Bateman, Mr. Lovell, 
the Indian Agent, and the Public Sehool Inspector for 
the district. Any recommendations made by the committee 
made up of these men would be very sympathetically 
reviewed by the Department here. 


IT am sending a copy of this letter forward 
te Indian ent Lovell and it is just possible that 
you may desire to coumunicate with Mr. Bateman in 
respect to the matter.

I have your letter of the 8lst instant, 
with reference to allowing half-breed children to 
attend the Big Kddy and Pas Indien Day Seheols. 
Careful consideration has been given to the contents 
of your letter and you may arrange with Mr. B. Seott 
Bateman and Mr. Brisbin for the attendance of half- 
breed children at the schools mentioned. The teachers 
should keep a list show the nemes of the half-breed 
children and the number of months that they attend 
during the academic year. This list should be handed 
to you at the end of June, 1944, and should be 
forwarded to this office. We feel that a charges 
of $5.00 ti pupil per teaching month would be 
fair to all parties concerned and this fi should 
be submitted to Mr. Bateman and Mr. Brisbin. If 
they approve, the list whieh has been requested in 
this letter will be later forwarded to the Department 
of Kducation at Winnipeg and they will be requested 
to forward us payment for the tuition of the children 
at the rate just mentioned. 


Provision for the attendance of half-breed 
ehildren in the manner described above is a new 
departure and you should keep in toueh with the 
situation in order that we may review the matter at 
the end of June next and decide if we should eantinue 
the seme policy during the academic year 1944-45.

We are receipt of a letter from Mr. B. Scott Bateman, 
Official Trustee g@ Eddy School District, along with an attached 
copy of a letter from yourself to Mr. S. Lovell, Indian Agent, The Pas. 
There are one or two matters pertinent to the information contained in 
the said letter, upon ich we would like to make comment and ask your 
opinion. 

Your letter to Mr. Lovell states that you feel that a charge 
of Three Dollars, ($3.00) per pupil per teaching month, would be fair to 
all parties concerned. We are quite in agreement with your suggestion in 
this regard. There is, however, one factor which arises, namely as to 
whether or not it would be advisable to have a day rate, rather than 
a rate per teaching month. The reason for this suggestion is that in the 
case of sickness, etc., a student might attend only two or three days a 
month. To cover this be advisable to make payment on a 
basis of say, Fifteen (15¢) per day, which on the basis of twenty 
per month, would amount to the $2.00 per teaching month.

I have your letter of the 10th instant, 
with reference to half-breed children attending 
the Big Eddy Indian Day School. 


I note that you suggest 4 daily rate 
rather than a monthly rate. At several points 
throughout Canada we send Indien children to 
white schools and we have always paid a monthly 
rate. You realize that even though 4 ehild only 
attends a few days in each month, the overhead 
expenses go on just the same. Consequently I 
feel that the monthly rate is fair. Besides, 
4t will involve considerably less work keeping 
track of the pupils’ attendance. 


I trust thet you will accept our 
suggestion in this regard and arrange to have 
the half-breed children enrolled at the Big Eddy 
School at the earliest possible date.

to bring improved educational services to the non-Indian residents 
of the northern localities. Your action in having the committee ap- 
pointed is well regarded. We are prepared to offer any information 
that we may be able to give in respect to communities where, by reason 
of a mixed population, the problem involves provincial responsibilities 
to the end thet mutually advantageous arrangements may be worked out. 


Inspectors of our Department frequently cite instances 
where joint action by the Department of Indian Affairs and the Provin- 
cial Department of Education would result in improved service to both 
groups. One specific illustration is the Big Eddy District close to 
The Pas. This school district is semi-organized only and the school 
building we have there is in poor condition. We hesitate to rebuild 
it into a standard classroom because only 400 yards away, the Indian 
School is located much more favorably and with good grounds. There 
are about thirty half-breed children and thirty Treaty Indian children 
resident in the district, Our Divisional School Inspector, Mr. Bateman, 
strongly urges the enlargement of your achool building by adding 4 
second room so that it can accommodate all of the sixty children in the 
district. This, he believes, would make for better understanding among 
the people, a better school service could be offered, and the status of 
efucation locally would be raised - something that is sorely needed at 
present in this particular community.

In this 
connection, an arrangement that would place the owner~ 
ship of the building itself in one or other of the two 
departments would, I believe, be more satisfactory than 
to attempt a joint ownership plan. In this particular 
instance, your Department already has a serviceable unit 
end it would seem to be more practical to have your De-~ 
partment retain the building ownership and include in 
the operating charges a sum that would carry the item 

of its enlargement costs, There may be other cases where 
it would be desirable to have the building ownership rest 
with the Provincial Government, 


We should also give consideration to the type of educa- 
tion to offer in these special schools. I believe you or some member of 
your Departmental staff will be interested in reading @ special report 
prepared last winter by Inspector Bateman covering the general situation 
in the educational field in northern Manitoba. There is strong support 
for the necessity of providing children, both Indian and Half-breed, in 
these localities with a type of education adapted to the environment in 
which they live. By combining our efforts where it is practical and 
sensible to do so, we can expect to cover the field more adequately by 
employing specially selected teachers and providing suitable equipment. 
By attempting to do it through separate organizations, our total costs 
are certain to run up much higher. 


Perhaps you would be good enough to refer this proposal 
regarding Big Eddy School District to a member of your staff with in- 
structions to examine the possibilities it has as an experimental test. 
I would like very much at some convenient time, to have the benefit of 
your own views as to ways and means by which the educational offerings 
in these mixed communities of Indians and Half-breeds may be better 
adapted to meet their special needs.

IV + POINTS RELATIVE TO THE EDUCATIONAL SITUATION IN 
ISOLATED AREAS OF THE NORTH 


ee aUEE EI IEEE EERIE 


Away from the steel, the great majority of those without educational fac~- 
ilities are the Indians and the Half-breeds., Throughout this discussion 
it should be noted that an Indian is a Treaty Indian, « ward of the Domin- 
ion Government; while a Helf-breed is any person who has any proportion 
of Indian blood but is not a Treaty Indian. It is therefore evident that 
many Half-breeds are by heritege really Indians, but since they are not on 
the Treaty liste they are classified as Half-breeds. There are many cases 
of blood brothers, both of whom were Treaty at one time, but one commuted 
his treaty money and so lost his standing as a Treaty Indian, while the 
other remained Treaty. The one would then be classed as a Half~breed and 
his education would be the charge of the Province, while the other would 
be classed as Treaty, and he a charge in all respects of the Dominion. 


Im general terme neither the Indian nor the Half~breed is accepted by the 
white man on qnything approaching equal terms. 


The Indian end the Half-breed have points in common apart from blood ties. 
They fish the same lekes, trap the same grounds, live in the same type of 
home, eat the same food, think the same thoughts, worship at the same 
churches, suffer from the seme diseases ~ and attend different schools (it 
any), the one Provincial, the other Dominion. 


Both groups are essentially nomadic, When the mood strikes them, they go. 
This is partly due to racial inheritence, partly economic necessity. Fre- 
quently an Indian or Half-breed on a reguler job will get the urge to go 
somewhere, and he is likely to leave immediately, without waiting to col- 
lect his pay or to arrange for mechanical transport. At certain periods 
of the year he and his family leave for the fishing grounds or the trap- 
line, and may be away from their home point for several months, Their 
movements are generally within a eircumscribed area and they have what 
might be termed @ permanent address. 


The Indians may send their children to Boarding Schools operated by the 
various churches. These schools are not held in high esteem as they take 
the children away from their families, Contrary to the belief current 
among Whites, Indians can and do cherish affection for their children. I 
have frequently seen weeping and wailing when the time came for separation 
of parents and children. The Boarding Schools and Day Schools operated 

by the churches are charged with exereising religious interference. I am 
sure the charge is well-founded. In the first instance the schools are 
opened in a spirit of missionary zeal. If there is to be ao religious in- 
fluence exerted, why do the churches operate the schools? They have served 


«oe @ purpose 
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@ purpose in the past, and served it well, but they are now an 
anachronism, 


Too frequently the product of the Boarding School is a problem to 
himself and to the community from which he hails. He has been away 
from his normal surroundings during his formative years, while his 
mates at home were busily learning the traditional Indian skills 
essential to making a livelihood in the bush. On hie return he may 
speak English fluently and be well versed in many of the white man's 
ways. He may have learned much about raising crops and stock, and 
he may have a sound grounding in mathematics. But he cannot compete 
with the White man in the White man's enterprises - he is in fact 
an outcast in white cireles, his position somewhat analogous to that 
of the Negro in the Southern States - and he knows nothing of fish- 
ing, trapping or hunting, so is unable to compete with his own race. 
Outeide the White Man's sphere of activity his English may serve him 
well in making a fine speech, but he may not be proficient in Cree; 
his erops are not found in the field, but on the lakes, marshes and 
traplines; his stock consists of beaver and muskratse, not cows, 
sheep or hogs; end his mathematics is useless above the most elemen- 
tary level. It is not unusual, therefore, the discover that the 
Indian who writes a fine hand or turns a polished phrase becomes a 
renegade and ne’ er-do-well. 


The Day School student lives at home, maintains contact with his 
future surroundings and methods of livelihood, learning as much out 
of school as he does in it. If the school is free from Church in- 
fluence, his whole day is devoted to non-religious phases of educe- 
tion. This is important because such schools in the outlying dis- 
tricts cannot hope to hold their students for the extended periods 
which prevail outside, either on the basis of the number of days 

in the school year, nor on the basis of the number of school years 
during which attendance may be maintained. In either case, the pay- 
ment of Family Allowances may exert an influence yet to be assessed. 


Because the Indian problem and the Half-breed problem are indivisible 
the Dominion and the Province have seen fit to enter into a co-opera- 
tive agreement with regard to the development of the fur resources 
of Northern Manitoba. In this instance, the agreement calls for a 
@ivision of the costs of initiating, administering and executing 
certain fur rehabilitation measures, Surely, if the guaranteeing 

of a livelihood to these two groups is part and parcel of the same 
problem, then is not the guaranteeing of suitable education to the 
same groups a joint responsibility, to be jointly undertaken and 
jointly financed. (The agreement referred to above is the Dominion- 
Provincial Fur Agreement, dated March 25rd, 1945. It is a document 
worth reading if only as an indication of the mutual benefits whieh 
may accrue through a policy of mutual action as between Province and 


Dominion.

I have your letter of October 5th with regard to 
the operation of the Indian Day School at Big Bddy. 


I am discussing this matter with the Minister and 
will inform our Inspector at The Pas of the steps that have 
been taken by your Department. I shall keep you advised of 
further developments in this connection.

The achool children last year were 
separated in order that a grading of the Metis could 
be obtained. This term the Metis and treaty Indians 
are intermingled and the school is operating as a 
combined day school, 


The toilet paper, chloride of lime, 
and lysol have been delivered to the school. 


In my letter of 3rd inst., file 107-128, 
I requested tart to dig a spring well at Big Eddy 
for a total cost of $34.00. The well hae been dug and 
cribbed and a double top put on it and has approximately 
Bix feet of water in it. We trust the accountable 
cheque is forthcoming. 


We have built a storm door for the North 
side of the school, and have put it on. The cost of 
lumber and naile for this door is $10.60, and for the 
thumb latch, hinges and screws igs $1.65. There is no 
charge for labour ae we did it ourselves. We will senda 
a voucher on the above two bills. 


Ae soon as we can get a man to build the 
tohlet, we will proceed with the erection of game. 


We note your commente on the cupboard, 
bookcases, and fire extinguishere, and will be expecting 
Same, shortly.

Ase 
she ia the dispenser 6f druge for that community she 
frequently hae calle from men at night, eo let this 
man in without hesitation. 


Apparently he attached her and she struggled 
with him both inside and outside the house. It was 
several hours, moet of which wes spent outside the 
house, before she was able to free herself and run for 
assistance. During this time she was badly bruiged 
about the body and face, and her feet were frozen, She 
finally reached a neighbors home and a message was eent 
to the Doctor, She is at present being cared for at the 
Doctor's home, 


The R.C.M.P. picked this man up the next day, 
and we hope he will be convicted on an attempt of rape. 


I interviewed Miss Montgomery as regards to 
her returning to the school, and she said she would be 
willing to do so as soon as the Doctor approved. As 
she will be called as a witness when this case comes up, 
likely at the spring agsizes, I feel it would be wise 
to leave her here, for the full echool term. 


I would appreciate very much hearing from you 
if you have any further instructions or suggestions in

In reply to your letter of the 26th ultimo, I beg to 
say that Mise Cook began duties as Teacher at the Big Bddy 
Sehool last September, at a Salary of $450 a year. As is usual 
with new teachers, she wae only paid for the September quarter, 
1921, for the number of days she actually taught the school, 
and ehe therefore received the sum of $22.50. For both the 
December and March quartere she was paid one quarter of her 
yeerly salary, or $112.50 for each quarter. 


Ae the echool year in Indian day schoole begine on 
September firet and ende on June 50th, and ae her June quarter 
return showed thet she had taught during the period she was 
in oharge of thie school the required number of daye, the 
Department paid her for the June quarter the balance of her 
yearly salary, which amounted to 02.50. If she continues 
in charge of thie school, she will be paid at the same rate 
&8 pmviouely, vis. $450 per annum. 


The method of payment of bonus to teachers of Indian 
day echoole hae not yet been decided upon. When a decision 
ie reached, the bonus due Mise Cook for the quarter ending 
June 30th, laet, will be paid.

needs the application from the Jishop, 


“here are thirty-five children around this school 
of which thirty were actually in attendance when the Health Inspector 
prohibited more than twenty. 


A new sghool building to hola thirty-five children 
with a residence for tiie teacher is urgently needed, and | sincerely 
hope that you may be able to @anction this so that it may be ready for 
use before the New Year. it has .een badly needed for some time past,

Thia school comes under the Church of 


Bogland who have Miee Millen as teacher. I understand 


She has taught for many years and apparently is doing 
good work. 

The register calls for 22 pupils, but 
only 15 were present, 7 boys and 8 girls. The grades 
range from 1 to 6 and the work examined was good, 

The classroom was exceptionally clean 
and tidy and I believe Miss Millen takes great pride in 
keeping the school as bright and cheerful eas possible. 

The school building is built of logs 
and sided up on the inside. The ceiling is low and yet 
the room wae well aired on the day of inspection. Mise 
Millen claimed the place was easily heated, even in the 
severe weather. 

Undoubtedly a new building will be needed 
here before many years if the school is to be continued. 

I would, however, point out that the MacKay Boarding School 
is not more than two to three miles away from any of these 
Indian homes and as they are practically all Church of 
Bngland people, it would appear annecessary te erect a 

new school, especially if the hoarding school can 


accommodate the children.

Yur Dr. ‘ule at The Pas was telling me 
with respect to the school which is called Big Eddy 
School, about a dozen miles out of The Pas, that the 
heating arrangements are very bad. ‘here is a stove 
which is really inadequate. “e knows this isn't 
exactly his business but hé is concerned about it from 
the viewpoint of the health of the students, about 50% 
of whom, (being Indians), are charges of his. He 
believes that the health of the student is going to 
suffer by reason of the inadequacy. I understand this 
is one of those schools run by the province and 
Dominion jointly because of a mixture of half breeds 
and Indians and that in this case there is a majority 
of Indians and consequently, the job is a a Dominion 
one rather than a Provincial one. I guess the matter 
referred to is one for Bob Howey. There isn't any 
Indian Agent at The Pas just now; the last man having 
died a few mofiths ago.

Please refer to your letter o™22nd inst., file 
128-15-5 (WT) regarding Big Eddy Indian Day School. The water 
level has lowered considerably in the inside well at the school. 
I believe that this well will prove satisfactory if we are 
granted permission to increase the depth of the well by using an 
auger. The well would have to be pumped dry firet. 


Regarding the complaint you received regarding heating of 
school, presumably from Dr. Yule, at the time he was out there, 
the storm windows had not been put on. I have visited the echool 
many times since, and found it comfortable. I would suggest that 
coal be used in addition to wood in order to keep a more steady 
heat in the building during the night. Ouestimates only asked 
for two tons of coal. Thia will be inadequate. Five tons would 
be a more feasible estimate, due to the building being doubled in 
size. Some kind of grate would have to be installed in the camp 
comfort furance, However, I will purchase two thermometers and 
we can draw our conclusione from them at a later date.

Regarding Mr. Moffat'e 
inepection of Big Eddy School in your letter of 
the 22nd inet., file 128-15-5 (£1), I would 
advise that eome repairs are necessary but I 
was withholding submitting my request for 
additional expenditure until the starting of the 
fiscal year 1948-49, 


A large camp comfort stove 
was inetalled instead of a furnace to keep down 
expenses as we only had $5,000.00 to work on in 
building and remodelling thie combined echool, 
and we overexpended this sum as it was. At that 
time Mr. Lovell felt thie camp comfort would give 
eufficient heat for thie building. I etill think 
it can give sufficient heat if fired at night and 
early morning, but the fire is left when school 
is dfemiesed and not fired again until school 
opening, thus the building gets quite cold during 
the night. During school period a good heat comes 
from both hot air registers. However, if a furnace 
was inetalled, it would cut down on the fuel bill 
soneiderably as coal could be used to hold a fire 
all night, and lese wood would be burned. 


The doore on the school are 
fitted properly, but due to froat they stick. As 
there are no storm doore on the school, no protection 
from the outeide weather is supplied. Weather- 
etripping would aleo prevent the cold seeping in. 


I inetructed the plumber to put 
eave troughs over the doora while he wae at Big Eddy 
School, but he forgot and I didn't prese him, ase we 
were overexpended. The roof should have eave 
troughing all around to pr t Loe from accumulating 
rt dcooré and steps. It would take about 175 feet 
eave troughing and a spout at each corner, 


The cupboard Mies Montgomery had 
in the 014 echool fell to pieces when being removed 
juring rebuilding of the combined echool. It is 
requested that a similar cupboard to the one in 
Mies Irwin's room be built for Mise Montgomery.

"I wish to bring to your ettention that the 
Big Eddy Day School is not werm enough, When 

the temperature outside falls 10 degrees below zero, 
the temperature of the old part of the school 

does not rise above 40 degrees. The heating 
facilities are inadequate. The teacherage is 
warmer since the repairs were made and coal is 
provided," 


We understand that the main trouble with the 
heating system at this school is that the furnace in it was 
assembled locally due to the fact that we could not seoure 
a proper furnace at the time. However, we thought that 
possibly you might make some repairs to the present heating 
system so that it will carry us through the balance of this 
winter. You could then bring the matter to our attention 
early in April, when arrangements can be made to secure a 
new furnace during the summer months. 


You should inform Mra. Montgomery that the 
contents of h@ letter have been browht to your attention, 
and you might advise us later what action you have taken 
in the matter.

The difficulty experienced at the Big Eddy School I 
believe has been caused by the fact that they did not put in a 
proper furnace, The present heating unit is a Camp Comfort 
heater, boxed in, and there is not sufficient air intake, there- 
fore the classrooms caunot be properly heated. When in Ottawa 
I intended to take this matter up with you and to request that 
a new furnace be put in this school, At the present time we have 
a furnace at The Pas, which was taken from God's Lake. This is 
& coal furnace but as there is a great deal of wood at The Pas 
and as the cutting of the wood employs the Indians I would not 
recommend installing this furnace,

I have to refer to a matter arising out of the 
report of Mr. H. 0. gee a Indian mt of Selkirk, 
Man. on the Brokenhead Indian Day Sehool for the month 
of March. Our re eentative writes that the teacher, 
Rev. Geo. C. Smith, ie im poor state of health and i¢ not 
able to properly discha hie duties as teacher and 
missionary. It ie stated that the Brokenhead echool hae 
been closed on many school days. This, in iteelf, will 
result in poor attendance and lack of progress on the 
part of the Indian chiléren. 


At the time of my visit to thie school, in 
September laet, I found two factions among the Indian 
band. One oup were heartily in favour of the present 
missionary acher: the other clique complained that the 
Rev. Mr. Smith kept school open on an ave of from 
two to three hours 4 day. I learned that t teacher's 
health wae not good and I found many children in the 
Village ené vicinity, whe should have been at school. 
At that time I took no action on the complaint, because 
4ieaeension in an Indian band often leade to statements 
woe, ze far from acourate on the part of oue group or 
another. 


I ask Your Grace's attention to these matters 
and respectfully request suggestions, with a view to 
bettering the educational facilities for the Indian 
chiléren on the Brokenhead reserve.

Your Department operates a school known as 
the Brokenhead Indian School on the reserve near Scanter~- 
bury, and this Department is concerned in # public school 
district known as the School District of Stony Point. 

Our Inspector, Mr. Andrew Willows, is of the opinion 

that these two schools could be amalgamated with advantage 
to both communities and he thinks the proper site for a 
school to serve all parties concerned is on the Reserve 
near the present Post Office. 


We understand that your Department is 
considering the erection of a new building as the 
present school building on the Reserve is unsatisfactory, 
and I am writing to suggest that such new building be so 
placed, if possible, that your Deparsment and this Depart- 
ment might share equally in the operating expenses of the 
school end that it might serve both communities. The 
public school district has not yet erested its own building 
but has been carrying om in @ private house. The two schools 
combined would furnish a sufficient number of children to make 
@ first class echool possible and the expense would be reduced 
considerably if we could co-opemte along the lines suggested 
hereine

I discussed tHe proposed amalgamation of the 
Brokenhead Indian Day Scho and the Stony Point white 
School with Dr. Fletcher ,“Public School Inspector Willows 
and the Venerable Archdeacon Thomas, now Bishop of 
Brandon. There are 25 children enrolled at present in 
the Indien school, but some are not Indian. The Stony 
Point school district have no school building, but a 
site on the reserve near Monkmans, one mile west of the 
station of Scanterbury, would be suitable for the white 
children. I believe it would also be central for the 
Indians that attend. 


It appears that this Department would have to 
bear all the capitel expense but that the current 
expenses would be divided. Mr. Inspector Willows would 
supervise the activity of the school and would be 
responsible for the appointment of a teacher. 


I believe that the Department would be well 
advised to erect a building in the near future, as soon 
as funds can be provided, and correspond with the 
Department of Hducation in Winnipeg relative to the 
current expense and management of the school.

I believe that if the above suggestion be forwarueu 
to the Engineering Branch that it would result in a definite 
saving for our Department. Kindly let me have your further 
comments.

I cannot do this, You will readily see that if Your Church had 
been established in a reserve for etme years and an Agent made a 
recommendation that a school under your auspices be transferred to th 
auspices of a Protestant Church, it would appear to you most unjust. 

My office demande that I be fair to all Indians in my Agenoy, 
among whom there are many of different faithe;and to be quite frank 
I am of the opinion that all Indian schools should not be under the 
auspices of any Churoh.

Extract from Inspector Greening's report on the 
Whitefish Bay Indian Day School visited on 
February 19, 1943. 


The scarcity of teachers is making it increasingly 
difficult to secure completely satisfactory teachers for these 
little schools so far from the bright lights of the cities. 


Mr. Allard is the second extremely youthful young man 
who has been sent to this school in as many years, quite devoid 
of professional training or experience. 


He is, quite noticeably, in deadly earnest and doing his 
very best. Perhaps I ama little too sympathetic towards young 
people who are obviously doing their utmost to fill positions, 
in these days of stress, for which they are not any too well 
prepared; and so I told Mr. Allard that I thought that he was 
doing as well as could be expected and that, if it depended on 
my report, there would be no reason why he could not return to 
Whitefish Bay next year if he wished. Having recorded this, 
my conscience-.is now clear upon the matter. 


For the sake of the pupils, however, it is to be hoped 
that this frequent changing of teachers is not to become a too 
regular habit. Mr. Trottier, the last teacher, had not reached 
the age of 21, and so has since been called up for military 
service. Mr. Allard seems to be in very much the same boat. 


A suggestion is made that the employment of young men 
within military call-up age groups cannot make for a ereat 
deal of continuity in planning or teaching. 


Mr. Lafleche who had this school until June, 1941, 
was, admittedly, an unusually capable teacher, and one whom 
any successor would find it hard t@ succeed; but one has not 


to be very long at Whitefish Bay to notice the change that the 
passage of two years of unqualified teachers has made.

A letter from the above noted has been received, 
and a copy is attached for your information. I would 
respectfully submit the following comments relatéwrto 
Mr. Fenez's letter. 

Por some time past, the teacher has intimated to 
me that he could get a higher sapary at other Agency 
Day Schools; particularly in the Port Arthur Agency; 
and the matter was discussed by him with Mr. Greenway, 
the Catholic School Inspector. 

This in itself seems very irregular to me. “irst, 
in that there seems to be different salaries offered 
to teachers in the different Agencies, and a higher 
salary in some instances to teachers having very much 
smaller attendance that at the Whitefish Bay School. 

Secondly, I do not favour, as an Agent, having a 
School Inspector discussing the matter of wages or 
inducing a settled teacher such as Mr. Fenez, to make 
a change. Mr. Fenez haa done a very good job at 
Whitefiah Bay and I feel confident in v@rifying the 
statements in his letter. Our associations have been 
cordial and we have worked together in a cooperative 
sense, to the benifit of the pupils at the school. 

Mr. Fenez took unto himself a wife last September, 
and no doubt feels that it is up to him to better 
himself, and I in no way would e@@@ to step in his 
way. However, if an increase in salary is in order 
under your present regulations, and money available, 

I would recommend this request be given your favourable 
sensideration. 

Noone is irreplacable, but gfter giving some 
considerable time to the welfare and betterment of the 
Whitefish Bay pupils, I feel that changing and replacing 
teacgbers of Mr. Fenez's calibre, is not conducive to the 
advancement of our Indian children; regardless whether 
there may be teachers having special certificates, or 
not, as teachers with first hand knowledge of Indians 
are not easy to get. 

Please do not consider the foregoing critical to 
Department methods. I only wish to place before you, 
in @ small measure, my ideas in regard to the welfare 
and betterment of our Indian Day Sehoal pupils and e@er 
givbysome encouragement to the Day School teachers as 
a group.

You will recall that I wrote to you regently concerning 
a Vacancy near Cornwall, Ontario. I have received a letter 
from a teacher indicating that she is not prepared to go to 
a new two-room school which we are building near Kenora, 
This teacher's mother has been 111 and she does not wish to 
go too far from her home in Hogansburg. 


The scliool ie Whitefish Bay Day School and it is 
situated on the Whitefish Bay Indian Reserve approximately 
fifty miles south-east of Kenora. I can best describe the 
school by quoting from a recent letter from Mr. Norman 
Paterson, our Indian Superintendent, to the teacher formerly 
interested in this position, 


"It is accessible by Highway, Lake and Air, The 
Port Frances Highway runs about #4 mile South of Sammons 
Landing, which is situated on a Bay lying south of the 
Reserve, and ia roughly 1 mile by Lake from the Day 
School, In the summer monthe, accees to Reserve ie made by 
outboards or cances. During the freeze up walking from the 
highway or transportation by pony ie the only means of 
travel. A daily bus service from Kenora serves the 
District, 


There is a pooulation of 185 on thie Reserve 
composed of 36 men, 40 women and 57 boye and 52 girle under 
the age of 21. Am averege of 50 pupila are in attendance

at thie school, They are predominantly of the Catholic 
Faith with some few Protestants and pagans, 


There is no R.G. Church on the Reserve, The Rev. 
Father Antonio Lascelle, 0.M.I. is the missionary for thie 
Aiestrict and holds services in the school house periodically. 
There is a emall A.C. Mission situated on the Fort Frances 
Highway near Sioux Narrows, thie being about 10 miles 
from the Reserve. 


The Band wembers on thie Reserve make their living 
by Commercial Fishing, guiding and trapping. At Sioux 
Narrows there is a Post Office, Day School and 3 or 4 
stores. This is a busy community duri the summer months 
serving end catering to the Tourist Trade. 


The present teacher, Mr, Peter Penez is married and 
have a little girl 2 years old. They are of French 
Canadian stock from Manitoba, Mr. amd Mre, Fenez are a 
very nice couple and have taken a great interest in the 
welfare of thie Band; and have made many friends in and 
around Sioux Nerrowse, The new School as perhaps you are 
aware is a two room school with teacherage attached, 
has a full basement. No running water or electric lights. 
Outside toilets for pupils and an inside toilet in the 
teacherage. It is situated about 300 yards from the lake 
and in the centre of the Reserve, 


The Indians in thie Agency are of the Objibway tribe 
and with the exception of some aged Band members all speak 
fairly good English." 


I believe the above information should be of help to you 
in considering the position. 


With regard to your salary, I believe you would be 
classified only as a Grade 2 teacher unless you can produce 
evidence of holding a First Clase Teaching Certificate, Mr. 
Greening inspects this gchool and no doubt will be able to

I beg to report in connection 
with Chemawawin Day School, results under the present 
teacher are anything but satisfactory. The man in charge 
is a minister, and will only teach when his clerical 
duties allow him, that is, he will not allow the school 
to interfere with hie duties as a clergyman. Consequently 
the school suffers. Dicipline is slack, and the children 
cannot even read. In fact we see no results for money 
expended year after year for tesoher's salary. Therefore 
I strongly recommend that the school be closed until the 
oharch can put a man there who will attend to the school.

On my arrival at Chemawawin Reserve 
I found that the School had been closed for about three 
weeks. Several daye for want of wood, the rest of the 
tim the teacher being sick. 

The Doctor examined this man and 
reports him in bad shape internally and advised him to 
go into civilization for treatment at once. His ailment 
is caused principally from want of fresh air and 
exercise, and from appearance and all accounts the man 
is absolutely lazy. His own house and the school are 
& poor example for the Indians in cleanliness. There is 
& general complaint that this school is very irregular, 
and I would recommend that Mr. Cooper be asked for hia 
resignation to take effect at the end of the present 
quarter, and lirs Morris, the Missionary's wife, be 
appointed. She takes a personal interest in the Indians, 
has about thirty children attending her Sunday School, 
and her influence can be seen in every house on that 
Reserve. I have no doubt with her standing among the 
Indians, the attendance at thigéchool could be doubled 
and some improvement shown. According to the Indians 
Mr. Cooper never investigated absences or took any persokal 


interest @n the children outside of the school.

In reply I beg to eay that the Department recog- 
nises the difficulty of obtaining a teacher for a post like 
Chemawawin. We are not fully aware as to the accommodation 
provided for a teacher et thie point. If the servicee of a 
qualified teacher can be obtained, the Department will be 
prepared to allow 4 salary at the rate of $750 per annum plus 
any bonus provided by law. 


Mr. Kennedy has been employed as teacher for a 
number of years, and the Department doee not desire to act 
unfairly in having him repleced. The matter of obtaining 
another teacher will be left in your hands. If you coneider 
that it would be in the intereste of the work that the ser- 
vices of a qualified teacher be secured, you may arrange for 
the appointment of such a person. The teacher engaged would 
have to perform the duties of dispensing medicine, iseuing 

tions, ete. 


It might be advieable to allow Mr. Kennedy to 
win until the end of the present year at least, when, if 
& your intention to make e change, he could be notified 
in due time that hie services are not required after that 
date. If & new teacher ie engaged, the name, qualificatione 
and experience should be forwarded for the approval of the 
Department.

J. G. Kennedy, teacher of the Chema- 
wawin Reserve Day School, who is an old man, is making no 
progress in the work at thie school. Mc. Kennedy has no 
professional qualifications, and our Agent reports that the 
conditions in the classroom, especially as regards the 
pupils’ studies, are gradually getting worse. Besides 
hie duties as tescher, Mr. Kennedy carries on other work 
for the Department, such ae dispensing medicines, issuing 
rations and teaching the Indians gardening. There has 
been an average attendance of eleven pupils during the 
present quarter. 


The Department considers thet it would be 
in the best interests of tne work, if satisfuctory arcange- 
ments can be completed, to make & Chanype in the teucner 
at this school. I may suy thet this watter was drawn to 
the attention of the late Ven. Archdeacon Mecksy and he 
coneourred that it would be suvisable to make 4 change, 
ana steted that ne would endeavour to cbtain a teacher. 
The Department recognises the alfficulty of obtaining «& 
teecher for « post like Chemawawin, but 1 shall be pleased 
if Your Lordship will take into favourable consideration 
the question of obtaining the services of a teacher for 
this school to begin duties after the summer holidays, on 
or about September let, next.

You will note from the Agent's remarks that he 
considers if this school was conducted during the summer only 
it would enable the parents to hunt during the spring and 
fall, taking their children with them. IT shall be pleased 
to have, at your early convenience, your views as to whether 
you would approve of this school being conducted during the 
summer months only - from say May lst to September 30th. 

If this arrangement is carried out it will, no doubt, lead 
to a more regular attendance of the Indian children during 
the period the school would be in operation and would also 
ageist the Indians in obtaining a live! ihood, as it would not 
be necessary for them to remain at home during the hunting 
season in order to keep their children at school,

Tt is noted 
from your letter that you state you were employed 
as teacher at the Moose Lake Indian Day School from 
1896 to 1901. I may say that during this period 
our booke show that this school was taught by 
Louis Cochrane. The first record we have been 
able to find of your service was ae teacher of 

the Shoal Lake Indian Day School from September 

1, 1892, Tt is aleo noted that you started 
teaching in 1889. We can find no record of your 
service previous to September 1, 1992.
